Remarks). In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a system 
or method for "...the token application that further stores demographic and marketing 
information about the user and the selected broadcast program information a recording 
component that schedules a recording of the particular broadcast program based at 
least in part on the local programming data and the recording component that further 
records more than one program concurrently..." as similarly recited in combination with 
other features of independent claims 1 , 16, 20 and 22.
